Pictures  do  not  tell  the  whole 
story.  Interwoven  among  Daily 
Universe  photographs  are  the 
stories  which  made  Fall  Semester 
1971. 

The  semester  took  a bow 
Monday,  September  20.  Questions 
were  still  fresh  overrent  prices 
under  the  economic  freeze 
guidelines. 

President  Dallin  H.  Oaks  told 
the  press  that  “BYU  is  on  the 
threshold  of  very  important 
growth  in  academic  standards  and 
prominence  in  the  country  at 
large  and  the  academic 
_ community.” 

Under  a new  ruling  the  campus 
was  also  winding  down  Monday 
evenings  to  allow  night  class 
professors  and  students  as  well  as 
campus  employees  to  attend 
family  home  evenings. 

President  Oaks  assured  students 
in  his  opening  address  that 
“coercive  pressure  of  academic 
standing”  would  not  be  used  as  “a 
club  to  force  church  attendance,” 
but  emphatically  denounced 
r-  inactivity  among  member  students 
as  “unfair  and  unwise  use  of  the 
unique  resources  of  this 
institution.” 

Former  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson,  72,  underwent  open 
heart  surgery  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
Known  for  his  dozens  of  pushups, 
early  morning  swims  and  leaping 
up  the  Administration  Building 
stairs  two-at-a-time.  Dr.  Wilkinson

had  maintained  such  a pace  before 
his  operation  despite  a heart 
attack  1 5 years  ago. 

The  ELWC  east  parking  lot  was 
transformed  into  dazzling  lights, 
whirling  wheels  and  splashing 
water  in  BYU’s  first  Club 
Carnival. 

Church  authorities  called  “Jesus 
Christ  Superstar”  a “profane  and 
sacreligious  attack  upon  true 
Christianity”  in  a statement 
denouncing  the  rock  opera. 

Some  $23,000  was  distributed 
to  college  and  department 
representatives  in  compliance  with 
ASBYU  President  Reed  Wilcox’ 
campaign  promise  under  the 
correlation  program. 

Wilcox  then  announced  student 
government’s  most  ambitious  plan 
this  semester— students  will  help 
fund  a library  addition.  Student 
leaders  have  placed  the  campus 
goal  at  $100,000  with  fund  raising 
projects,  directed  by  a student 
committee,  to  raise  the  money. 

BYU  Graduate  student  Reed 
Halladay  won  handily  in  the  City 
Commissioner  primary  elections 
but  bowed  to  Provo  advertiser 
Russell  Grange  for  the  city  post. 

President  Oaks  announced  a 
new  semester  plan,  to  go  into 
effect  Fall,  1972,  which  will  put 
BYU  on  a three  equal  semester 
schedule,  with  terms  ending 
December  22,  April  19,  and  June 
22  and  August  16  since  the 
summer  semester  will  be  divided 
into  two  blocks. 

Dr.  Rex  E.  Lee,  a 36-year-old 
Phoenix  attorney,  was  named  the 
dean  of  the  J.  Reuben  Clark 
College  of  Law. 

BYU  placed  five  players  on  the 
WAC  all-conference  football 
team— the  highest  number  except 
for  conference  champions  Arizona 
State..  Jeff  Lyman,  Golden 
Richards,  Gordon  Gravelle,  Dan 
Hansen,  and  Joe  Liljenquist  took 
honors. 

WAC  sportwriters  unanimously 
selected  BYU  as  favorites  to  win 
the  conference  basketball  crown. 
This  is  the  first  time  they  have 
come  to  a unanimous  decision.
